Report  on  Town  History. 


At  this  stage  of  our  work,  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  present  a 
more  extended  report  than  heretofore.  We  had  hoped  by 
this  time  to  report  a  work  completed  and  ready  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  town  ;  but  the  peculiar  and  discouraging  cir- 
cumstances under  which  we  have  labored,  have  continued 
to  prevent  a  rapid  execution  of  the  work.  Despite  all  these, 
it  has  advanced,  though  at  times  very  slowly. 

It  has  been  in  vain  that  we  have  appealed  to  our  towns 
men  and  others,  to  come  aud  manifest  their  interest  by 
inspecting  our  work,  especially  the  part  of  it  relating  to 
themselves.  Notwithstanding  this,  we  are  very  anxious 
that  the  town  may  know  what  has  been  done  and  also  what 
remains  to  be  done.  For  this  reason  therefor,  we  extend 
this  report  beyond  its  usual  limits. 

The  following  are  ready  for  the  press,  though  still  subject 
to  additions  and  corrections  : 

1.  The  first  84  pages  of  consecutive  history,  embracing  as 
follows  :  general  description  of  the  town  ;  charter  :  names 
of  grantees  ;  plot  of  the  town  ;  reservations  ;  history  of 
grants  and  grantees  ;  Moses  Chase  grant ;  settlement  of  the 
town  in  1765 ;  call  for  first  meeting ;  first  meeting  in 
1767;  pioneer  life,  (20  pages);  wild  beasts,  etc.;  forests 
and  flora;  New  Hampshire  grants,  (12  pages);  revolution- 
ary war  to  1777. 

2.  Eight  chapters  on  the  following  named  subjects  : 
cemeteries ;  fatalities  by  accident,  etc.  ;  two  chapters  on 
remarkable  climatic  conditions;  K.  U.  Academy,  its  influen- 
ce ;  general  military  history  ;  legal  department. 

3.  Societies  :  Cheshire  Lodge ;  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic ;  Patrons  of  Husbandry  ;  Cornish  Colonization 
Society  ;  Sons  of  Temperauce  and  other  temperance  organiza- 
tions ;  Old  Folks  Association. 

4.  Ecclesiastical  history  :  histories  of  the  Congregational, 
Baptist,  Episcopal  and  Methodist  churches,  (averaging  12 
pages  each),  also  an  account  of  the  Perfectionists  aud 
Millerites. 
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5.  Sketches  of  twenty-four  eminent  men  and  women, 
averaging  7  or  8  pages  each. 

0.     Cornish  in  the  Civil  war,  (25  pages). 

7.  List  of  town  officers — (nearly  complete). 

8.  Genealogy  of  over  200  different  family  names,  aggre- 
gating nearly  1800  different  families  ;  estimated  material  for 
more  than  300  pages  in  the  history. 

Regarding  these  family  records,  permit  me  to  say  this  : 
all  of  them  had  better  be  examined  and  certified  as  correct. 
Many  of  them  need  revising  and  bringing  up-to-date.  Some 
of  them  are  scarcely  fit  for  publication  from  lack  of  sufficient 
data.  It  is  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  make  these  needful 
amendments  without  your  cooperation.  If,  after  publication, 
errors  and  omissions  appear  in  the  records  of  a  family,  who 
will  be  at  fault ?  Our  untiring  efforts  have  been  to  secure 
full,  accurate  and  complete  records  of  each  and  every 
family  who  have  ever  lived  in  town  any  considerable  time. 


The  following  subjects  are  yet  incomplete,  although  much 
material  for  them  is  already  collected :  balance  of  Revolu- 
tionary war  history  after  1776  ;  Cornish  in  the  war  of  1812  ; 
educational  history,  schools,  etc.  ;  a  chapter  each  on  politi- 
cal and  medical  history  ;  the  collection  and  preparation  of 
25  and  30  pages  of  Cornish  annals  from  town  records.  These 
are  all  important  subjects  and  deserve  a  goodly  mention,  as 
they  do  in  other  town  histories ;  indeed  Cornish  history 
would  not  be  complete  without  them. 


By  reference  to  our  financial  statement,  the  town  will 
notice  that  means  are  needed  for  the  further  prosecution  of 
the  work,  and  that  without  them,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
suspend.  We  therefor  make  an  appeal  to  the  honor  and 
good  sense  of  the  citizens  of  the  town,  to  candidly  consider 
the  necessities  of  the  case  and  grant  an  appropriation  equal 
t6  its  needs.

Report  of  Board  of  Health. 


In  submitting  this  report  I  wish  to  bring  before  the  fathers 
and  mothers  of  Cornish  a  duty  they  owe  not  only  to  others 
but  themselves,  first — To  bring  up  their  children  to  have 
respect  to  the  laws  of  health,  as  well  as  of  the  state,  to  do  so 
we  must  obey  them  ourselves.  Section  2  of  chapter  93  of  the 
Public  Statutes  relating  to  the  vaccination  of  school  children 
reads  as  follows: 

Section  2.  No  child  shall  attend  any  public,  parochial, 
or  private  school  unless  he  has  been  vaccinated  or  has  had 
small  pox,  and  this  section  shall  be  enforced  by  the  board  of 
health . 

As  one  on  the  board  of  health  I  attempted  to  carry  out  the 
provision  of  this  section,  last  spring,  and  met  with  the 
greatest  opposition  possible,  and  that  among  parents  and 
officials,  49  scholars  out  of  a  possible  150  having  attended 
the  last  term  of  school  in  open  violation  to  this  law.  Out  of 
634  cases  of  small  pox  in  this  state  in  1901  and  1902  not  one 
had  ever  been  vaccinated.  Get  yonr  children  vaccinated 
while  they  are  with  you,  and  under  your  care.

Report  of  School  Board. 


The  School  Board  would  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  condition  of  schools  the  past  year. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  a  year  of  successful  school  work. 
Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  various  studies,  good 
order  has  been  maintained  and  a  sympathetic  bond  has 
seemed  to  exist  between  teachers  and  pupils,  parents  and 
school  board.  Very  little  friction  has  manifested  itself 
during  the  year.  The  school  board  have  faithfully  striven 
to  secure  the  services  of  the  best  teachers  that  could  be  had 
for  the  means  at  our  disposal,  believing  that  even  a  short 
term  under  proper  management  is  better  than  a  longer  term 
of  an  opposite  character,  and  we  can  truly  say  that  our 
teachers  have  labored  faithfully,  and  the  closing  exercises 
have  been  highly  satisfactory.  We  have  been  pleased  to  see 
so  large  a  number  of  the  parents  in  attendance  at  the  closing 
exercises.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  visit  your  school,  encourage 
the  teacher,  and  note  the  increasing  interest  taken  by  your 
children. 

We  were  compelled  for  lack  of  funds  to  close  the  winter 
term  at  the  end  of  eight  weeks,  giving  one  less  number  of 
weeks  than  in  the  previous  year.  We  have  aimed  to  give 
all  pupils  as  near  equal  school  privileges  as  possible. 

Where  the  number  of  pupils  seems  insufficient  to  establish 
a  school  we  have  done  the  best  we  could  to  have  them  con- 
veyed elsewhere,  but  sometimes  it  is  impossible  to  make 
arrangements  with  anyone  to  do  it.  That  it  costs  more  to 
maintain  the  schools  than  it  did  some  few  years  ago  is  undenia- 
ble, and  either  an  additional  sum  must  be  raised  or  the 
schools  must  be  shortened.  The  number  of  schools  to  be 
maintained  cannot  well  be  lessened  and  may  be  increased  by 
one  or  two  the  coming  year.  The  school  in  division  2  was 
lengthened  two  weeks  by  Miss  Margaret  Beeman,  who  has 
taken  a  deep  interest  in  the  school,  and  certainly  has  the 
thanks  of  all  for  the  good  work  done  around  the  school  house. 
The  attention  of  Mrs.  Beeman  having  been  called  to  the  fact 
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that  the  forest  in  which  the  house  is  located,  had  become  so 
dense  as  to  exclude  the  light.  She  intrusted  the  matter  to 
her  daughter  Miss  Margaret,  who  on  examination  finding 
it  as  reported  caused  the  trees  to  be  cut  down,  letting  in  tbe 
sunlight,  making  the  room  pleasant,  like  others  in  town. 

We  have  shingled  the  house  in  division  1,  and  thoroughly 
repaired  the  honse  in  division  7,  besides  small  repairs  as  was 
necessary  in  other  divisions.  The  house  in  division  11 
should  be  repaired  the  coming  year,  and  one  or  two  others 
will  probably  have  to  be  shingled.  We  would  advise  the 
district  to  raise  the  usual  anion nt  for  repairs.  As  a  matter 
of  economy  we  have  seut  the  few  pupils  in  division  1  to  the 
schools  in  Windsor,  the  bill  for  the  tuition  of  the  same  not 
having  yet  been  presented  for  payment.  The  purchasing 
agent  of  the  school  board  would  say  that  the  school  supplies 
are  purchased  from  houses  in  Boston  at  the  lowest  possible 
rate,  yet  they  annually  amount  to  a  considerable  sum. 

From  Hon.  F.  D.  Currier,  M.  C,  we  have  received  a  large 
map  of  the  United  States  and  colonial  possessions  issued  by 
the  United  States  Government,  free  of  cost,  for  every  school 
room  in  town. 

The  accompanying  statistical  table  will  give  the  further 
information  desired.  «
